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Treatment Plant, Sewers Proposed in GC; To Cost $7.5 Million 


A plan to build a secondary 
sewage treatment plant in 
Granite City at a cost of ap- 
proximately $4 million and con- 
struction of interceptor sewers 
costing about $3.5 million was 
revealed today by Mayor Don- 
ald Partney. 

Under the plan, the mayor 
aid, Granite City would pay 
only 20% to 25% of the cost, 
financed by revenue bonds. 

Such a program is made pos- 
sible as a result of the approv- 
al in the Noy. 3 election of the 
$750 million Illinois bond issue 


to provide funds for control of 
water pollution throughout the 
state, the mayor said. 

Mayor Partney told the 
Press-Record he already has 
held preliminary — discussions 
with federal and state officials 
and has been given approval of 
his tentative cost figures as the 
basis for more definite plan- 
ning and engineering. 

As soon as a detailed propos- 
al can be developed, it will be 
submitted to the city council 
for approval so that a specific 
program may be worked out

Governor Overrules Appellate Ruling, 
Orders Election of Levee

Spingfield, I_—Governor 
Richard B. Ogilvie yesterday 
ordered special elections held in 
Madison and St. Clair counties 
to empanel a new five member 
board.of trustees for the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary Dis- 
trict 

However an appellate judge, 
Edward C, Eberspacher, Satur- 
day ruled in effect that the of- 
fices held by four trustees re- 
cently convicted on charges of 
official misconduct will be oc- 
cupied as long as appeals from 
the conviction stay alive in the 
courts 

The apparent conflict may re- 
sult in some complicated legal 
wrangling, 

States Attorney Robert H 
Rice of St. Clair County already 
has filed a motion in the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court asking for 
permission to obtain a writ of 
prohibition against Eberspach- 
er’s decision. 


Clerks. Certified Vacancy 
Ogilvie authorized the elec- 


tions in accord with state law 
which provides for special poll- 
ings after a county clerk certi- 
fies a vacancy. The district 
serves portions of both-Madison 
and St. Clair counties. 

The Madison and St. Clair 
County clerks notified the gov- 
ernor's office late last week that 
four of the trusteeships have be- 
come vacant. The fifth t 
was vacated by the death of Jo- 
seph Grant of Granite City in 
June of last year 

Trustees Morris Campbell, 
George Duff and Lawrence T. 
Tolar of East St. Louis, and 
William “Mike’? Ebersoldt of 
Venice were found . guilty on 
Sept. 21 of awarding contracts 
without requiring bids and pay. 
ing excessive fees to attorneys. 

On Dec. 1, the four were sen- 
tenced by Associate Judge Al- 
vin H. Maeys Jr. of the St 
Clair County Circuit Court. 
They were directed to forfeit 
their offices, fined $1250 each 
and placed’ on probation for 
three years. 

The attorney for the trustees, 
John J. Hoban of Belleville, suc- 
cessfully petitioned Eberspacher

to stay the sentence on grounds 
that the normal operation of the 
levee district would otherwise 
suffer, 

Some authorities also have 
speculated that a certified va- 
cancy on the board of the bi- 
county district may endanger 
a trustee's legal standing for in- 
itiating appeals. 

If the state's high court does 
not overrule ‘Eberspacher’s de- 
cision, and until a higher court 
rules on the conviction of the 
four trustees, they may be al- 
lowed to avoid fines and submis- 
sion to probation rules, as well 
as retain their jobs. 

Appeals Could Take Years 

And their appeals could con- 
ceivably be tied up in the courts 
for years 

Aids close to Ogilvie are con- 
vinced the governor—after con- 
ferring with Attorney General 
William J. Scott— made the 
right move. 

“We feel it is in the public's 
best interest to permit the dis-

School Leaders, Women, Auto Workers, GOP, Democrats 
Among Groups Urging ‘Yes’ Vote on New Constitution 


The new Illinois Constitution 
appears to have more wide- 
spread support than any refer- 
endum issue ever préposed for 
adoption in a statewide elec 
tion, advocates said this week 
while conceding that passage is 
far from certain. 

From the city of Chicago to 
the small villages of the rolling 
plains, from densely-populated 
suburbs to the picturesque 
Spoon River country of central 
Illinois, citizens from all walks 
of life are stirring up enthu- 
siasm, and some active opposi- 
tion, for the 1970 state, charter, 

“The new constitution has 
succeeded in getting . support 
from both political parties and 
good government groups, from 
the celebrity and the average 
citizen alike,” in the. view of 
William J. Kuhfuss of Bloom- 
ington a co-chairman of the 
statewide Citizens Committee 
campaigning for the new char- 
ter along with Kingman Doug- 
lass Jr. of Lake Forest. 

“There is no question that the 
new constitution has been a 
unifying force for the entire 
state,"’ said Kuhfuss, president 
of the Illinois Agricultural As- 
sociation, the statewide Farm 
Bureau. “Unity,” he added, 
“should be the underlying ob- 
jective of any constitution.” 


Farmers, Churches, Lawyers 

In addition to the two major 
parties, the new state charter 
is endorsed by organizations 
representing agriculture, busi- 
ness, some labor groups, edu- 
cation, churches and the profes- 
sions. Many civic groups -are 
counted among the supporting 
organizations. 

“We only hope that this 
broad base of support can be 
translated into a high turnout 
in Tuesday’s blue ballot elec- 
tion,” Douglass said. “We're 
shooting for a record vote, but 
we'll settle for a victory,” he 
added. 

“Regardless of weather con- 
ditions‘ or’ preoccupation with 
daily chores, Mr. Kuhfuss and [ 
urge every registered voter in 
the state to come to the polls 
on Tuesday,” said Douglass, a 
hicago investment banker 

This is a rare opportunity 
which many people never re- 
ceive in a lifetime,” he said. 

“For most of us, a ‘Yes’ vote 
on Tuesday will be the most 
important electoral decision 
ever made,” added Kuhfuss 

Back Basic Document 
The 1970 Constitution was ap- 

proved by the Sixth Illinois 
Constitutional Convention on 
Sept. 3. The committee cam- 
paigning for its approval at the 
polls, Citizens For the New Con- 
stitution, has taken no position 
on any of the four separate 
constitutional amendments be- 
ing submitted. 

Douglass and Kuhfuss, in a 
joint statement, cited seven 
major features of the proposed 
1970 Constitution, which are 
either prohibited, or not, includ- 
ed in the state’s present 100- 
year-old Constitution 

“For the first time, the ¢ 
Illinois Constitution would 
provide a base for attack- 
ing pollution of all kinds in 
Illinois. The constitution to- 
day says nothing about the 
environment. 

“Secondly, the new char- 
ter allows local commu- 
nities to have a greater 
voice in solving local prob- 
lems. 

“A third improvement is 
a new Education Article

which establishes the edu- 

cational development of all 

Illinois residents as a fun- 

damental goal of the state. 

“Fourth, the new charter 
permits exemptions in the 
sales tax for food, medi- 
cine, clothing and other 
necessities of life. These ex- 
emptions are prohibited by 
the 1870 Constitution. 

“A fifth benefit is the elim- 
ination of all personal property 
taxes by 1979, more important- 
ly, the addition of a clause al- 
lowing homestead exemptions 
and rent credits on property 
taxes paid by the poor,. the 
elderly and others least able to 
bear tax burdens. The provi- 
sion is extremely encouraging, 
since a Circuit Court judge 
ruled invalid the 1969 Illinois 
Homestead Exempt Act on 
grounds that it violated the 
1870 Constitution. 

“Sixth, the new constitution 
absolutely prohibits enactment 
of a graduated income tax in 
Illinois, a tax which could be 
established under the 1870 Con- 
stitution. 

“Finally, the constitution 
could be kept up-to-date 
more easily because of a 
new Amendments Article in 
the 1970 charter, This ad- 
vantage alone would be 
enough to justify all the 
time and effort spent in de- 
veloping a new document. 

“These and other pro- 
gressive reforms have 
helped to produce a broad 
appeal for the new char- 
ter,” concluded Douglass 
and Kuhfuss in their state- 
ment.

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Need 2 Laws to 
Aid Railroads

A, P. Steinhauser, American 
Steel Foundries works manager 
here, today urged federal legis- 
Jation to aid stricken railroads, 
asserting that, otherwise, rail 
companies will be unable to at- 
tract enough investment capital 
to keep their equipment and fa- 
cilities modern, 

He said this could cause a 
continuing drop in orders for 
the cast steel side frames and 
bolsters produced for freight 
cars at the Granite City plant. 

“We had an average of 1100 
employes in the October 1969- 
September 1970 year but this 
cannot be maintained if the rail- 
roads are not helped,” he told 
the Press-Record. 

Outlook Is Serious 

“The railroads’ financial trou- 
ble could seriously hurt business 
and employment at our, plant,’ 
Steinhauser said. 

He urged employes, residents, 
merchants and businessmen to 
write Illinois Senators Charles 
Percy and Adlai Stevenson III 
or Missouri Senators Stuart 
Symington and Thomas F. Ea- 
gleton to ask for passage of S. 
4633 and S, 4464, introduced by 
Sen, Mariguson of Washington. 

The first bill would establish 
‘a pool of general service freight 
cars to be made available when 
car shortages occur: 

The second legislative pro- 
posal would provide government 
insurance to back private loans 
granted to the railroads for: 
equipment and facilities. The 
government would guarantee 
payment of such a loan if a 
railroad were to default; this 
would make, it easier for the 
railroads to raise money for 
modernization. 

1.8% Rate of Return 

“Few people realize how se- 
rious the railroads’ financial 
troubles have become,"’ Stein- 
hauser said. He reported that 
the average rate of return on in- 
vestment for the railroad indus- 
try is 1.8%. 

Of the 71 Class I U. S, rail- 
roads, 40 have no working cap- 
ital. Of these 71 railroads; 30 
are operating “in the red.” In- 
terest costs and fixed charges 
now consume 73% of the income 
of the industry, and this gets 
worse every month, he added. 

The ASF works manager said 
he does not believe nationa 
tion of the railroads is the an- 
swer. “This breeds inefficiency 
and would cost the taxpayers 
staggering amounts of money,”’ 
he predicted, i 

“The answer is legislation’ like 
these two Senate bills, and) this 
is merely a start,” he said, 

“America’s railroads’ are des+ 
perately ‘needed,” Steinhauser 
said. He pointed out that the 
railroads are the natign’s: bi 
gest hauler of freight, Farrying 
41%, of the intercity traffic. 

In the next 10 years, |he sai 
railroads expect to be handling 
one-third more traffic than 
today. ‘The railroads] are an 
important national asget,’’ he 
stressed, “‘and unless they are

Winter Care of Cacti 


Cacti are dormant in the win- 
ter but still require occasional 
watering to survive. 

Desert cacti and succulants 
are easily maintained during 
the winter when watered from 
the top every 3-4 weeks. When 
you use warm water it. isn’t 
harmful to pour water on the 
plant. Excess water collected 
in the tray under the pot 
should always be discarded. 

Keep your cactus in a bright 
location and normal room tem- 
perature. When your cactus 
shows signs of growth water 
more often, 

Winter Care of 
Evergreens 

Winter-burn on holly and ev- 
ergreen magnolias can be pre- 
vented by spraying the leaves 
with a protectant and mulching 
the soil. 

Winter-burn is excessive dry- 
ing of the leaves during cold 
weather and high winds. Pro- 
tectants like Wilt-Pruf or Foli- 
Gard reduce the moisture loss 
by producing a plastic coating 
over the leaves which seal the 
surfaces and prevents evapora- 
tion. 

Wilt-Pruf or Foli-Gard are li- 
quids you mix with water and 
spray ‘on the foliage, Thorough 
coverage of both sides of the 
leaves is necessary. Two appli- 
cations are necessary to pro- 
vide seasonal protection, The 
first in early December and 
again in late January, These 
products must be applied when 
temperatures are above ‘freez- 


ing. 

Mulching the soil prevents 
root activity to). provide a 
steady sap. flow to the tops. 
Two or three inches of wood 
chips, sawdust or compost be- 
neath the spread of the branch- . 
es is adequate. A thick layer of 
leaves or straw is equally ef- 
fective.

Quarter Seen 


A. 0. Smith Corp. will suffer 
a loss in the fourth quarter, 
dropping earnings for all of 
1970 substantially below 1969 
record levels, L. B. Smith, 
chairman and chief executive 
officer, said today in Mil- 
waukee. 

Smith said the fourth quarter 
loss was a direct result of the 
United Auto Workers strike 
against General Motors. A. 0. 
Smith manufactures automobile 
and truck frames for GM, and 
GM is the company’s largest 
customer. 

The loss in the fourth quarter 
will amount to approximately 
67 cents per share, compared 
to a profit of $1.57 per share 
in the fourth quarter of 1969. 

For the year as a whole, 
Smith estimated earnings will 
be $2.60 per share or better. In 
1969, A. O. Smith earned a rec- 
ord '$5.84 per share 

Smith said that with the con- 
clusion of the GM strike, A, 0. 
Smith will return to profitable 
operations, with the level de- 
termined largely by the course 
of the economy. 

He went on to say that, “We 
are working in some exciting 
growth markets, such as elec- 
tric motors for air conditioning, 
elevators, farm automation and 
water heating, .so I am confi- 
dent of a bright future for A. O. 
Smith.” 

Model Start-Up Costs 

While the loss of business due 
to the GM strike will be the 
major cause of lower earnings 
in 1970, other factors reducing 
profits include losses suffered 
by the A. O. Smith Corp. of 
Texas, a 50%-owned affiliate; 
a swing in interest income 
versus interest expense between 
1970 and 1969; and new model 
art-up costs in the automotive 
division, Smith said. 

He added that the losses in 
the Texas operation are caused 

high start-up costs in the 

lation of a new welding 

for line pipe, a soft line 

pipe market resulting in lower 

sales and the discontinuance of 

the manufacture of bomb cas- 
ings in January. 

Sales for the year should top 
$400 million for the first time 
in the company’s history, Smith 
said. In 1969, A. O. Smith had 
sales of $354.5 million. 

For the fourth quarter, sales 
should exceed $75 million, com- 
pared to $94.3 million in the 
fourth quarter of 1969. 

While sales for the fourth 
quarter are down because of 
the GM strike, sales for the 
year are up over 1969 as a re- 
sult of good performances by 
several operating divisions, plus 
the sales of companies acquired 
last year whose sales were not 
included in 1969 statements.

Constitution Would Bring 
Efficiency, Percy Believes 


U. S. Sen. Charles H. Percy 
(R, Ill.) this week called the 
proposed [llinois constitution a 
“contemporary flexible docu- 
ment which will enable - the 
state of Illinois to carry out its 
duties more openly and effi- 
ciently” and urged its adoption 
‘on Dec. 15. 

“So many states have recent- 
ly attempted to rewrite their 
constitutions,” Percy said. 
“Most of them have been un- 
successful. But the problem of 
revitalizing state government 
to meet growing responsibilities 
is now a challenge to all states. 

“For this reason, I wanted to 
call the outstanding job of the 
Ilinois Constitutional Conven- 
tion to my Senate colleagues’ 
attention.” 

‘Best of 50 States’ 

Speaking on the floor of the 
Senate, the senator said, “The 
most outstanding part of the 
new constitution is its Bill of 
Rights—hailed by some as the 
best in any constitution of the 
fifty states.” 

“A right until now guaranteed 
only by the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment of the U. S. Constitution, 
the right of equal protection of 
the laws, was added to the -con- 
stitution’s Due Process clause. 
Only a few states have such a 
provision,” he said. 

“In the executive, legislative 
and judicial areas, the proposed 
state charter sheds the anti- 
uated and adopts the innova- 
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tive. In so doing it offers hope 

for more honest, responsive and 

streamlined government.” 
Reduction of Backlogs 

“In the judicial branch, an 
attempt is made to reduce the 
heavy backlogs in civil cases, 
so that the courts can devote 
more time to the more serious 
cases,” Percy said. 

“In the selection of judges, 
two alternative methods will be 
offered to the voters. They will 
be able to choose between 
abandoning the present system 
of electing judges—which tends 
to reward personal popularity 
rather than judicial ability—in 
favor of having judges ap- 
pointed by the governor, after 
having been nominated by a bi- 
partisan committee of lawyers 
and laymen.” 

“The proposed State Constitu- 
tion of 1970 is a well-thought- 
out, progressive document 
which will enable our state to 
move forward in an enlightened 
manner. 

“At the same time, it retains 
the best of the old Illinois Con- 
stitution by upholding our best 
traditions and reaffirming our 
basic belief in the rights of the 

dividual.”” 

Sen. Percy concluded, “It has 
my full support and IT hope the 
citizens of Illinois will endorse 
it on Dec. 15."

“Hearnes and I are determ- 
ined not to sit idly by and ac- 
cept decisions unless the rea- 
sons for it have been explained 
publicly.””

Cervantes admitted that 
many in Missouri prefer ‘that 
the airport be built in Missouri

FCC Answers Query 
From Mayor Sasyk

Education Facilities Assailed by Ottwein 


“I believe a decidedly wrong: 


direction is being taken in the 
overall planning of health edu- 
cation facilities in Southern and 
Southwestern Illinois by SIU 
express strong concern and re- 
quest an urgent re-evaluation of 
the entire system,” retiring 
State Sen. Merrill Ouwein has 
asserted, 

“This concern is based on the 
simple fact that tndeniably 
needed. health education facili- 
ties existent and planned for 
SIU are being fragmented to 
four different campuses in three 


different areas without overall, 


coordination and without any 
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attention to some important 
components: 

“At the moment, nursing ex- 
ists at SIU-SW and dental is 
emerging at Alton.. Pre-clinical 
medicine is to be accomplished 
at Carbondale while clinical 
medicine is planned for Spring- 
field. 

“The clinica! field is to be all 
of southern Illinois, but espe- 
cially Madison and St. Clair 
counties. 

“T’'ve been concerned about 
it before. My para-medical 
background has reacted strong- 
ly from the beginning against 
the fragmentation of these 
ciplines into different regions.

Backed 


By Urban Study Group 


The Illinois, Commission on 
Urban Area Government has 
endorsed the main package of 
the proposed new state consti- 
tution. 

The action was taken by the 
executive committee after a 
poll of the commission mem- 
bership showed that an over- 
whelming majority favored ‘en- 
dorsement. The ~ constitutional 
vote is set for Dec. 15. 

The urban area government 
commission, created by former 
Gov. Otto Kerner and enlarged 
by Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie, is 
headed by Robert E. Merriam, 
Chicago, and Edward W. Wil- 
son, River Forest. Its 61 mem- 
bers represent every section of 
the state. 

The executive committee en- 


dorsed the Local Government 
Article of the proposed consti- 
tution in September. The new 
endorsement covers the entire 
constitution except for the four 
separate articles—on which the 
commission felt it should not 
take a position. 

Merriam said, “The Local 
Government Article is a major 
improvement over the present 
costly ‘condition of local goy- 
ernment in Illinois. 

The potential benefit to the 
public is great. Therefore, in 
conformance with the desire of 
the majority of its members 
the ‘commission endorses the 
main package of the proposed 
new constitution as a necessary 
condition to the adoption of the 
Local Government Article.

Private First Class William 
(Bill) Gibson, 21, was the first 
U. S..serviceman to arrive in 
the United States under a new 
program whereby military per- 
sonnel with sufficient duty 
time in Vietnam may now re- 
turn to the continental United 
States for a 14-day “R and R” 
leave. 

Previously, Rest and Relaxa- 
tion furloughs were restricted 
to travel to areas in Southeast 
Asia, such as Hong Kong, Ban- 
kok, Thailand and Japan. Ha:

could get to home. 

Through the new R and R 
“leave at home” program, a 
serviceman is entitled to free 
air transportation to San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., but is required to 
pay the cost of the return 
flight, approximately $400, plus 
transportation charges once he 
arrives in this country.

The serviceman is a son of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Gibson, 
326 Logan St. He has served 
with the 101st Airborne Division 
in Vietnam. since April ‘10. 

Mrs. Gibson said that her 
son “had been saving funds for 
quite a while, planning to go to 
Hawaii on his R and R leave. 
When he learned he qualified to 
return home, when the new 
program was inaugurated ‘two 
weeks ago, he decided to drop 
everything and leave,” . his 
mother said. 

Until four weeks ago, Pfc. 
Gibson was a sniper serving 
with the 506th Tactical Opera- 
tions Company, 10Ist Airborne 
Division. He has spent most of 
the past seven months in com- 
bat, and on occasions, was 
dropped with his unit into spe- 
cial areas of concentration. 

Although he declined to dis- 
cuss specifics of the incident 
while at home, it is believed 
Pfc. Gibson was wounded 
sometime in mid-July. He 
bears several scars caused by 
shrapnel, his parents said.

For the past month, the local 
GI has been assigned as_per- 
sonal driver to a colonel in the 
506th TOC. He is based in the 
vicinity of Camp Evans, near 
Phu Bai, in the Central Viet- 
namese Highlands.

Drop in 1970 Census Here 
Will Cut Barton's Salary. 


The salary of Granite City 
Township Assessor James Bar- 
ton must be cut to $10,000 per 
year if the U.S. census results 
in Granite City are certified of- 
ficially at less than 40,000 popu- 
lation, city council members 
were informed Monday night 
while convened as the town 
board. x 

The opinion was 
the town board by William 
Schooley, township attorney, 
who said the salary of the town- 
ship assessor depends upon 
population brackets and that 
U.S. census figures are applied, 

Barton now receives $13,000 
per year, the maximum allow- 
able salary for assessors in 
townships having a population 
of from 40,000 to 75,000, School- 
ey, in a written notice to the 
board, said that in townships of 
25,000’ to 40,000 population, the 
salary of town assessors is fixed 
by. statute at a minimum of 
$7,500 and a maximum of 
$10,000. 

The attorney said that if the 
official census results certified 
for Granite City fixes the popu- 
lation at less than 40,000, it his 
opinion that “the salary of the 
assessor must be reduced to 
$10,000.” Only unofficial census 
figures have been announced 
thus far. 

Those figures give Granite 
City a 1970 population of 36,086, 
a reduction of 4,887 below the 
1960 census of 40,973 and 3,764 
less than the figure of 39,850 
established in 1967 when the 
city arranged a special census, 

Because the / special census 
three years ago failed to sup- 
port the belief that a sizeable 
increase in population’ would be 
shown, it never was officially 
registered and Granite City con- 
tinued operations on the basis 
of the 1960 U.S. census figure. 

The reduction in population 
will result in considerable fund 
losses since state income tax 
allocations, motor fuel tax al- 
lotments and other state and 
federal grants are computed 
On, a per capita basis, 

Alderman Paul Rutledge, in 
a town board session two weeks 
ago, requested that — Schooley 
bring in an opinion concerning 
Barton’ alary. After the 
opinion delivered Monday 
night, several council members 
pointed out that Barton’s salary 
had been budgeted at the pres- 
ent $13,000 figure despite the 
new census findings. 

Schooley explained that since 
the city had not registered its 
1967 census figure of 39,850, the 
population figure of 40,973 es- 
tablished by the 1960 census 
would continue in effect until

this year’s census findings are 
officially. registered and an- 
nounced by the U.S, Census 
Bureau, 

Once/the new census figures 
become” official, however, the 
salary reduction would be re- 
quired immediately, Schooley 
said. J 

While meeting as the town 
board, the aldermen approved 
bills totaling $4,035 payable out 
of the town fund, and bills to- 
taling $11,882, payable from the 
general assistance fund. 


Urge Depot Employes 
To Register for Jobs 


Lieutenant Colonel John A. 
Hengel, commander of the 
Granite City Army Depot has 
emphasized that not enough 
employes of the depot are tak- 
ing advantage of the placement 
programs in the civilian person- 
nel office to find positions to re- 
place those being phased out by 
the depot closing. 

Hengel said the Illinois and 
Missouri State Employment 
Services have completed inter- 
views with all employes to pro- 
vide every assistance in place- 
ment. Hengel said, “In view. of 
further anticipated cuts . 
and the resultant scarcity of 
job opportunities, the’ impor- 
tance | of ‘registering in the 
placement programs cannot be 
overemphasized.” 

He said closing operations are 
continuing, shipments of Gov- 
ernment Printing Office ‘papers 
and Civil Defense stocks have 
been completed and other 
transfer operations are con- 
tinuing. 

There are still many closing 
operations which may be re- 
tained either temporarly or per- 
manently, Hengel said, includ- 
ing the disposition of activities 
in support of the St, Louis area, 
the extent to which current fa- 
cilities may be retained for the 
support of active and retired 
military personnel and the num-, 
ber of men needed for future 
support activities. 

He said that as of last week, 
512 career employes have left 
the depot since the inactivation 
announcement. Of those, 162 
transferred to other government 
activities, 135 transferred to 
other Army «activities, 94 re- 
tired, 56 resigned, 11 transferred 
and 18 left for other reasons. 
The remainder are classified as 
pending losses. . 

“Tt is anticipated that job of- 
fers will be made in January 
1971, by the receiving depots, to 
those employes who desire t 
transfer,’’ Hengel said.

ney Leon Scroggins in which 
the city council Finance Com- 
mittee sought to trim Scrog- 
gins’ salary by half was re 
solved without debate Monday 
night in action restoring the 
pay to the original $12,500 per 
year.

Council members approved a 
motion by Alderman Walter 
Nonn that an ordinance be 
prepared for the next meeting 
providing for amendment of 
the approprition to meet the 
$12,500 salary figure. The coun- 
cil meets again Monday night. 

In presenting . the motion, 
Nonn pointed out that the city 
is confronted with considerable

Steel Imports Rise 
Again; Exports Drop 


Steel imports into the U. S. 
rose in October to their highest 
monthly total since July, 1969— 
while domestic mill exports 
slipped to their lowest point 
since June of 1969. 

American Iron and Steel In- 
stitute reported that, according 
to preliminary government fig- 
ures, 1,334,000 net tons of for- 
eign steel entered the country 
in October — an increase of 
57,000 tons over September and 

000 tons over August.” This 

‘as the sixth straight month in 
which imports topped one mil- 
lion tons. October's import ton- 
nage was the largest for any 
month since the 1,412,000 tons 
recorded in July, 1969. 

Through the first 10 months 
of this year, steel imports to- 
taled 10,303,000 tons — with an 
average of nearly $150 per ton. 
This is almost $27 per ton more 
than the average value of im- 
ports during. the comparable 
period of last year.

Salary Budget Cut 

The battle over the city at- 
torney’s salary and that of the 
assistant city attorney, result- 
ing in resignations from both 
attorneys, developed last June 
when the 1970-71 city budget 
and appropriation prepared by 
the council’s Finance Commit- 
tee fixed the budget for the city 
attorney at $6000 and set the 
salary of the assistant city at- 
torney at $3000, 

Despite protests by Mayor 
Donald Partney and assur- 
ances from Scroggins that he 
would resign if the budget was 
adopted with those figures, 
council members approved the 
appropriation with the reduced 
salaries. 

Scroggins submitted his re- 
signation: following adoption |of 
the appropriation bill, as did 
Harry Hartman, assistant city 
attorney. Hartman had fe- 
ceived $6000 salary during the 
1969-70 fiscal. 

Although a majority of coun- 
cil members voted to accept 
the resignations, Mayor Part- 
ney. contended that Scroggins 
was still city attorney because 
that office is filled by appoint 
ment of the mayor. The mayor 
said he had not accepted Scrog- 
gins’ resignation and therefore 
Scroggins still was city attor- 
ney. 

Continued to Serve 

Scroggins continued to serve 
as city attorney despite his |re- 
signation, pointing out that jun- 
der state law he, as a resign- 
ing city official, was required 
to serve until he was officially 
replaced. Scroggins said | he 
would sue the city for the bal- 
ance of the salary owed him if 
he were not replaced and 
therefore was required to han- 
dle the city’s legal work. 

‘Fhe council took no action to 
replace him and continued) to 
refer legal work to Scroggins in 
each council session. 

During the past two months 
Granite City has been beset by 
a series of damage suits and 
other legal work. 

Nonn told council members 
Monday night that the balance 
of $6500 needed to meet Scrog- 
gins $12,500 salary for the cur- 
rent fiscal year could be made 
up with the $3,000 that had 
been appropriated for the as- 
sistant city attorney, which has 
not been used, and from con- 
tingency funds. 

Mayor's Authority Challenged 

The question of the mayor's 
authority to appoint certain 
city officials is one of the legal 
problems Scroggins has had to 
handle.

H. Ogden Brainard, presi- 
dent of the Illinois State Bar 
Association, told the Press- 
Record this week that voters of 
Illinois “will have a “‘once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity on Dec. 15 
to help modernize our court 
system and advance the cause 
of justice—by voting for sepa- 
rate. propostiion 2-B of the pro- 
posed constitution.” 

Proopsition 2-B provides for 
the appointment of judges as 
opposed to the present method 
of electing judges initially on 
political party ballots. 

“Tllinois took a great step 
forward in 1962 when the voters 
approved a new and simplified 
court system. Now the voters 
must decide whether Illinois 
will take another big step for- 
ward or whether a system of 
electing judges who are often 
beholden to politicians for -their 
offices “will continue in exist- 
ence,” Brainard said. 

“No Ilinois citizen will for- 
get the crisis that developed in 
the summer of 1969 when two 
Illinois Supreme Court judges 
resigned under fire. This was 
a situation which stemmed ‘d 
rectly from the partisan polit 
cal system of electing judges. 

“Another political-tainted 
scandal occurfed when a. Cook 
County Judge was dismissed 
from office following charges 
of irregularities in obtaining 
concession contracts at ‘the Illi- 
nois State Fair. 

“It is my personal convic- 
tion that the forces which tried 
—but failed—to keep the ‘horse 
and buggy’ justice of peace 
system in Illinois are the same 

rces which are now trying to 
retain the elective system for 
judges. 

Recalls ‘Speed Traps’ 

“No one who. has lived in 
Illinois long will forget the 
speed traps’ and other abuses 
of the law that existed with the 
justice of peace fee system. 

“It is interesting to note that 
the only other major country 
in the world with elected judges 
is the Soviet Union, where the 
elective process is a rubber 
starhp for the candidates 
slated by party officials 

“Since the Merit Plan for the 
appointment of judges was first 
suggested in 1913 by a Chicago 
man, Prof. Albert M. Kales of 
Northwestern University School 
of Law, more than 20 states, in- 
cluding California, New York, 
Iowa and Missouri, have 
adopted the Merit Plan in 
whole or part in part 

‘Indicating the high esteem 
which voters hold for this pro- 
ision, voters of St. Louis 
County voted overwhelmingly 


in August to extend the plan to 
extend the plan to cover all of 
St. Louis. The plan had been 
in effect in the City of St. 
Louis for several years,” the 
State Bar Association president 
noted. i 
Lack of Knowledge 

“One of the principal faults 
of the judicial elective system 
is that most Illinois voters 
don’t have the opportunity to 
known the judicial candidates 
Former U. S. Supreme Court 
Justice Arthur Goldberg  re- 
cently Said, in proposing Merit 
Selection for all of New York, 
that 

“‘The election of judges 
makes a farce of’a part of our 
democratic process. Candidates 
for executive and legislative of- 
fices campaign on the basis of 
issues, They have a party plat- 
form. 

“Voters can. choose intelli- 
gently between party candi- 
dates for these offices. It is 
another matter when it comes 
to choosing between two or 
more candidates for judicial of- 
fice, however. The rank and 
file of the voters know very 
little of the qualifications that 
combine to produce a good 
judge. 

““Judicial candidates seldom 
campaign. A majority of the 
people do not have an oppor- 
tunity to learn the background | 
of judicial candidates, to see| 
or hear them in action. In oth- 
er words, the very nature of 
the office prevents an attempt 
at informed choices.” 

Brainard ad “The Merit 
Plan would make it possible to 
change this situation. A blue 
ribbon commission of laymen | 
and lawyers in ecah circuit or 
district would select the names 
of three persons as nominees 
for a judgeship. 

“The nominees in all proba- 
bility would be prominent law- 
yers or judges known to, the 
public. The governor then 
would appoint one of the nomi- 
nees to the position.

The truth is 
that all the controversial parts 
of the constitution were ap- 
proved by very small major- 
ities. The name of the game 
was ‘compromise.’ 

“The proponents also say, ‘To 
vote the constitution down 
would waste millions of dollars 
spent on the Constitutional Con- 
vention.” 

Voters Not Obligated 

“This argument of course 
does not obligate us to spend 
the next 20 years—or in accord- 
ance with past history, the 
next 100 years—with a docu- 
ment weighted against the 
people and favoring special in- 
terest groups,” Davis com- 
mented. 

“Another argument used by 
the proponents is, ‘There is 
more good than bad’ in the new 
consttiution. This raises two ob- 
vious questions: ‘How bad is 


bad?’ and ‘Whose scale is be- 
ing used to do the weighing?’ 

“*The delegates originally 
voted to submit the constitu- 
tion to the voters by separate 
articles, but later reversed 
this procedure and voted to 
submit the entire constitution 
with four separate issues. 

“As a result of this action, 
the most important article, and 
perhaps the most controversial 
—Artivle IX, Revenue—is_ in- 
cluded with the main body of 
the constitution. 

‘Protection for Wealthy’ 

“This article is one of the 
main objections of the labor 
movement. It is in its entirety 
a protection for industry, big 
business and the wealthy, while 
at the same time, hits the 
wage earner right where it 
hurts—in the pocketbook. 

“Article IX prohibits a grad- 
uated income tax that. would 
place the tax burden on those 
with the ability to pay, but per- 
mits the more regressive flat 
income tax. Further, the con- 
stitution sets a limit for cor- 
porations: ‘The rate shall not 
exceed the rate imposed on 
individuals by more than a ra- 
tio of 8 to 5.’ 

“There is*no such limitation 
on the individual. The ratio 
could be equal or the individual 
paying more than corporations. 
Is it a wonder that the (IIli- 
nois) Chamber of Commerce 
and Manufacturers’ Association 
favor the new constitution? 
They did their lobbying well. 

“This is reason enough to 
oppose the constitution,” Davis 
concluded.

Law Being Implemented 


Eighteen major recommenda- 
tions of the Selective Service 
System’s youth advisory com- 
mittees have or are being im- 
plemented due tc what draft Di- 
rector Curtis Tarr calls ‘“con- 
structive, youthful participation 
in the change mechanism of the 
American Democratic process.” 

Tarr’s comment is in an in- 
troductory letter to a 22-page 
booklet, “Dialogue & Action & 
Participation-Change!”" 

Tarr noted “that of the 36 
recommendations submitted, 18 
have or.are being implemented, 
thanks to your suggestions and 
the year-long work of our 
staff.” 

He added that “six are being 
studied further. Ten were be- 
yond the jurisdictional control 
of the Selective Service System 
and were referred to the Exec- 
utive Branch or the Congress 
for consideration. Only ‘two 
have been disapproved.”

Personal Crisis Center 
Planned at State U. 


A “personal crisis” commu- 
nication center, to provide as- 
sistance and information by 
telephone to persons in need of 
varying forms of help, is being 
established in - Bloomington- 
Normal through cooperation of 
Illinois State University and the 
newly-formed McLean County 
Alcohol and Drug Assistance 
Unit. 

‘The center will be manned by 
volunteers trained to assist call- 
ers or to direct them to local 
agencies which can provide ap- 
propriate types of aid or care 
for the person’s individual prob- 
lem. Volunteers will be pre- 
pared to handle calls which 
may range from persons who 
are alcoholics, drug users “on 
a bad trip,” an individual con- 
templating :suicide, or persons 
in need of mental or medical 
attention. 

Dr. Stanley Escott, associaté 
dean of student clinical serv- 
ices at ISU, one of the organ- 
izers of the program, said the 
center will operate 24 hours a 
day, 52 weeks a year. He esti- 
mated that 40 trained, qualified 
volunteers will be necessary to 
maintain this schedule, with at 
least two persons on duty at all 
times. It is hoped to have the 
center operating within a 
month.

Prevail If Propositions Lose Out 


(1970 Illinois Constitutional Convention) 


The concluding portion of the 
proposed Illinois Constitution to 
be voted on Dec. 15: 

ADOPTION SCHEDULE 

Section 6. If neither Proposi- 
tion 1A nor 1B is approved but 
the proposed Constitution is ap- 
proved, the following provisions 
shall be inserted. 

Section 1. Legislature—power, 
structure and composition (con- 
tinued) 

(c) There shall be fifty-nine 
Representative Districts. Three 
Representatives shall be elected 
in each Representative District 
in. 1972 and avery, two years 
thereafter. The term of office 
shall be two years, In all elec- 
tions of Representatives afore- 
said, each qualified voter may 
rast, as many votes for one 

ndidate as there are Repre- 
sentatives to be elected, or may 
distribute the same, or equal 
parts thereof, among the can- 
didates as he shall fit; and the 
candidates highest in votes shall 
be declared elected.

has reduced but not eliminated court abuses. 
Speed traps and other problems associated with 
the former justice-of-the-peace system have 
been curtailed, but a Cook County judge has 
since been dismissed from office in connection 
with charges relating to State Fair concession 
contracts. And two Illinois Supreme Court 
judges resigned under fire a year ago. 

His solution is for voters to approve the 
new Illinois ‘State Constitution next Tuesday 
and to simultaneously adopt Proposition 2-B, 
under which judges would be appointed rather 
than being initially elected as candidates of one 
or the other political party. 

The three-way judicial choice facing voters, 
assuming that the 1970 Constitution passes, in- 
cludes retaining the present method under 
which judges are nominated at political party 
conventions and clected at general elections. 
Vacancies are filled in the same way. After his 
initial election, a judge can be elected to 
succeeding terms by receiving a majority vote, 
on the question of whether he should be re- 
tained in office; he runs for retention on a non- 
partisan basis, without a ballot opponent. 

If Separate Question 2A is approved Dec. 
15, candidates for judge will continue to be 
elected, but the party convention nomination 
method will be replaced by primary elections 
or petitions. Vacancies would be filled by a 
method determined by law, or in the absence 
of a law, the Illinois Supreme Court would 
fill the vacancy. 

Under 2A, circuit Judges would run for 
retention in the entire circuit, rather than from 
the unit in which they were elected, such as a 
county. The favorable vote required for reten- 


tion in office would rise from a simple majority’ ;

The third alternative, approval of 2B, 
calls for a Judicial Nominating Commission to

propriate use of funds to participate in further 
analysis of a matter that has been studied al- 
most to the point of exhaustion.” 

Promising to take both Missouri and Illi- 
nois interests into account in the airport's de- 
velopment, the FAA administrator pointed out 
to the Missouri aviation director thal the pro- 
posed new landing field is vital not only to the 
national aviation system but: to the continued 
economic progress of this region, 

Unless this two-state area collectively ac- 
complishes the goal of establishing a second 
principal airport to augment Lambert-St. Louis 
Airport during the next decade, it will soon be 
bypassed by businesses and institutions in favor 
of the metropolitan areas which do provide 
fully adequate and convenient air travel ac- 
commodations. 

Discussing the continuing opposition by 
ome Missourians, Mayor Cervantes says that 
‘when they realize it is Illinois or nothing, they 
will stop fighting” the joint undertaking by the 
state of Illinois, city of St. Louis, federal gov- 
ernment and affected airlines. We hope he is 
right,-and we urge the usual advocates of bi- 
state cooperation to begin practicing what they 
preach.

Rule units unlimited spending 
and bonding power without ref- 
erendum to finance only special 
improvement projects. Who 
would, want this? 

Home rule units will not be 
too concerned with the wishes 
and desires of the people be- 
cause, for all practical pur- 
poses, they “will be bowing to 
the General “Assembly. 

The General Assembly will 
control our state like no state 
has ever before been controlled. 
Why? Because they will control 
our money and our property 
(Art. IX, sec. 1).

initiative, increasing the avail- 
able news-photography team to 
five. 

Thirteen staff photos were 
published in the Dec, 3 issue, 
including the four dramatic 
scenes presented on the front 
page. Facts, figures and side- 
lights of the fire also were giv- 
en in extensiye detail. 

Although news includes many 


other kinds of happenings, such 
as the staté governmental and 
court. deliberations referred to 
earlier, events like the high 
school fire undeniably stand out 
most vividly in our recollections 
of the past quarter century. 

‘There was the time in; 1954 
when ‘we spent a couple of 
hours covering what may rank 
as the greatest parade in Quad- 
City history, the march com- 
memorating the 12th anniver- 
sary of the Granite City Army 
depot. 

A post-parade speaking 
program on the Depot pa- 
rade grounds was disrupted 
on an apparently ideal sum- 
mer afternoon by the arriv- 
al of a sudden windstorm 
of unusual ferocity. 

Temporary grandstands 
still filled with spectators 
were overturned, causing 
numerous injuries. 

A cloudburst drenched those 
hurt, those rendering aid and 
those photographing the tragedy 
with soaked but still serviceable 
Press-Record cameras. 

We have seldom been wetter, 
but the pictures were worth it, 
putting every reader “on the 
scene” with views of the people 
who were involved, their faces 
clearly reflecting their anguish 
and concern. 

Shivering in Granite City in 
August is a rare experience but 
one which we encountered in 
1961, when a plant explosion 
buried several workers in rub- 
ble. Some were destined to be 
rescued but two were killed. 

We were “all wet” again, 
this time using our raincoat 
to protect photographic sup- 
plies rather than ourselves 
during an all-night outdoor 
vigil spent awaiting the re- 
covery of the last of the 
victims from the debris. 

The wreckage was pre- 
eariously rearranged and 
balanced by a large crane 
while lightning created haz- 
ards for hundreds of volun- 
teer would-be rescuers. 

Not all our news tasks are so 
arduous or so sad or so lengthy 
(the explosion was the only 
time we have found it neces- 
sary to stay active for nearly 
48 hours in a row ‘without 
sleep). 

But day in and day out, we 
are endeavoring to be prepared 
to respond to the full range of 
news challenges which may 
arise. Both here and in Spring- 
field, we are directing our total 
attention to the needs and 
wishes of the reading public 


Cold Weather ‘Good Samaritans’ 


May Be Violating 
(Tri-City and Mlinoi: 


The old tried and true 
method of getting a stubborn 
car started on a cold, winter 
morning was to ask your neigh- 
bor to give you a push with his 
car. But most people don’t 
know this is against the law in 
Illinois, 

It is a violation of Illinois law 
for one vehicle to be pushed by 
another on the public roadways, 
except in an emergency: 

Ordinarily, a dead battery 
or cold engine doesn’t con- 
stitute an emergency. Even 
if it did, the law says a ve- 
hicle may not be pushed 
farther than is necessary to 
remove it from the roadway 
or from any immediate haz- 
ard. 

Other laws for the road, which 
have a special bearing on win- 
ter driving, include: 

1. Reduce speed on icy or 
snow covered roads or when- 
ever “a speoial hazard exists 
. . . by reason of weather or 
road conditions.” 

2. Tum on headlights (not 
just parking lights) at sundown 
or “at any time visibility is so 
limited’ as to require the use of 
lights for safety...” 

3. Always signal for a turn, 
All vehicles must be equipped 
with electric turn indicators and 
these should be used. If the 
electric signal is inoperative,

you MUST roll down the window 
on the driver's side and give the 
appropriate hand signal. 

4. Give the appropriate 
turn signal to indicate a 
change of lane or a start 
from a parallel parked posi- 
tion. 

But do not use a flashing 
turn signal on one side of 
the vehicle to indicate a 
parked or disabled vehicle, 
or as a “do pass” signal to 
motorists approaching from 
the rear, 

5. Allow ample room for a 

passing maneuver. On a two-* 
lane highway, after overtaking 
and passing another vehicle on 
its left, you-must return to the 
right lane before coming within 
200 feet of any vehicle ap- 
proaching from the opposite 
direction. 
—6. Do not leave the motor 
running when the vehicle is 
parked on a roadway unless the 
driver is in the car. 

7. Studded snow tires may be 
used in Illinois between Oct, 1 
and May 1. i

Regional Report -- Funds for Construction at University 


Seyeral actions affecting SIU- 
SW havé been announced by 
the Illinois Board of Higher Ed- 
ucation. 

A tuition increase “of 43% be- 
ginning in the fall of 1971 has 
been recommended: by the 
board for the local campus. 

A tuition increase for a full- 
time student from $67 per quar- 
ter -to $117 per quarter has al- 
ready been approved by the 
SIU Board of Trustees; the 
Higher Education Board's rec- 
ommendation would raise the 
tuition to $167 per quarter for 
a full-time resident of Illinois. 

The Higher Education Board 
has approved nearly $4 million 
for the SIU-SW dental program. 
The over-all capital budget of 
SIU-SW was cut by two-thirds 
to $9 million by the Higher Ed- 
ucation Board, which deferred 
actionfon the purchase by SIU- 
SW of Parks Air College and of 
a general instruction services 
building for SIU in East St. 
Louis. 

A study committee of the 
Higher Board has suggested 
that enrollments at state uni- 
versities be limited. The com- 
mittee suggested that SIU-SW 
be allowed to enroll 17,500 stu-
